2 2 .—Dispatches re­ 
ceived an Sheridan's headquarters an­ 
nounce Gen. Miles in carap about one 
hundred miles south of the Canadian 
river, where his supply teams had reach­ 
ed him. 
Major Lyman, eoramanding the train 
escort, was attacked on the 9th by four 
hundred Indians, who surrounded the 
command, and for three days repeatedly 
charging and fighting desperately. 
It is believed the Indians were led by 
Santana and Big Tree. 
KILLED AND WOUNDED. 
Sergeant D’Armand, of the Fifth In­ 
fantry, and*^ private Pettijohn, of the 
Sixth cavalry, were killed. 
Lieut. Lewis, private Buck, wagon- 
master Sanford, of t^e Fifth Infantry, 
and Sergeant Seagle of the Sixth Caval- 
ly were wounded—Sanford mortally. 
COURIERS ATTACKED. 
'Lieut. Baldwin and five men, carry­ 
ing- dispatches, were attacked by the 
Indians; they entrenched themselves in 
the sand and fought the Indians all day, 
killing twelve “noble red men,” losing 
one man killed and four wounded. 
Everywhere the Indians watched for 
and attacked small parties, and they 
were invariably repulsed, with heavy 
loss. They would not risk a general 
engagement, and have moved off south- 
easteilf. 
Gen. Miles is held in camp by heavy 
rains and swollen streams.

The wonderful stories about the beau 
tiful Black Hills country and the valua 
ble gold diggings which they contain 
are confirmed by Col. Forsythe, of Gen.

It is about as fine a grazing 
country as I have ever seen. 
Reporter—Is it easily accessible? 
Col. Forsythe—It will be when the 
Government opens it up—

Reporter—Do the Sioux seem deter­ 
mined to keep people at a distance? . 
Col. Forsythe—They do. They claim 
the country as their reservation. 
Reporter—Do you know whether the 
Government contemplates moving them 
or contracting the bounds of their ter­ 
ritory? 
Col. Forsythe—I do not; I have not 
heard anything about it. 
Reporter—Would it pay to do it. 
Col. Forsythe—Yes; the opening of 
that country is of great national im­ 
portance.

Renprter—Did you see any of the 
gold ^ a t was found among the Hills?, 
Col. Forsythe—Yes; in alluvial wash­ 
ings. We had two miners with us, and 
almost every time they tried they found 
paying dirt; and we had very little lime 
to prospect, as we were moving all the 
time. They thought so much of it that 
they took claims; but they will not be 
good in law. 
Reporter—Did you come across any 
other minerals? • 
CoLForsy tbe—On the outskirts of the 
Hills we found some hematite iron ore, 
and also some plumbago. 
Reporter—Did you meet with gold in 
more than one locality? 
Col. Forsythe—In several, and water 
which could be made available. The 
gulch diggings discovered, would pay 
now $10 a day per man.

Reporter—Was the result of the ex­ 
pedition satisfactory? 
Col. Forsythe—Yes, very. It is a re­ 
markably fine country for agricultural 
purposes, and not a mass of granite 
bills, as was supposed before we start­ 
ed. 
Another gentleman who was present 
during the interview, stated that he had 
been among the Black Hills and bevond, 
and that he had seen 200'specimens of 
gold which were taken from there. In 
his opinion, the territory in which gold 
could be found was 15Ó miles north 
and south, and 250 miles east and

Eejport of the Governor As To 
The Condition of Its Crops and 
People.

S ir:—You are of course apprised of 
the fact that the ever to be dreaded 
grasshoppers have visited this and other 
sections of tbe Northwest during the 
present season, and that in many locali­ 
ties they have worked great destrüction 
to growing crops- From the accounts 
that have been given to the public, their 
ravages have been especially damaging 
n some sections of the States of Kan­ 
sas and Minnesota. 
Our farming friends are subject to so 
many disasters and encounter so many 
misfortunes^ that they are easily de­ 
pressed, and very frequently over-esti­ 
mate their losses from these various 
sources. 
True, the grasshoppers have visited 
many sections of Dakota, and in some 
few focalities very disastrously,and wild 
and extravagant reports have gone 
abroad, which are calculated, if not con­ 
tradicted, to do as serious ipjury; but 
the truth is, we yet have left to us the 
largest 'aggregate crop, by far, ever 
raised in the Territory. 
With a view of ascertaining as near 
as might be. the extent of the damage 
to the crops, by grasshoppers, and tbe 
probable yield notwithstanding their 
depredations, I have traveled, since the 
30th of Jnly, in company with Hon. C. 
G. Wicker, of Chica^, President of the 
Dakota Southern Railroad, and Judge 
Brookings, of this, city, over two hun­ 
dred and fifty miles, in the most thickly 
settled ano productive part of Southern 
Dalwta. We traveled through portions 
of Bon Homme, Hutchinson, Turner, 
Minnehaha, Lincoln, Clay and Yankton 
couaties. 
We took especial pains to 
seeand talk with the people, and more 
especially as to the y ield of wheat,wbich 
is themain staple with us, and the only 


agricultural product grown, as yet, for 
exportation. And we found the farm­ 
ers generally cheerful and hopeful, and 
the result of our consultations with 
them, and our own observations as to 
the crop prospects, were most gratify­ 
ing and satisfactory. 
Though the yield of wheat .per acre 
will not average as large as in some for- 
mer years, owing to drouth and an in­ 
tense^ hot spell of weather about the 
time it was heading,the yield is fair,and 
the aggregate crop of the Territory will 
be much larger than that of any former 
year, owing to the very largely in­ 
creased acreage sown to wheat. The 
damage to wheat from grasshoppers 
was very'slight, the bulk of the crop 
having matured before they appeared in 
any great force; and it is cqnfidently be­ 
lieved that by early seeding the wheat 
crop may successfully bid defiance to 
these pests. The yield of wheat will run 
all the way from ten to twenty-five 
bushels to the acre, and it is believed 
by intelligent observers it will average 
fifteen bushels to the acre in Southern 
Dakota, where the bulk of tbe wheat 
raised in the Territory is grown. We 
have no authentic reports from the 
crops in the northern part of the Ter­ 
ritory, but presume that they have not 
suffered to any considerable extent. 
The potatoes have been damaged but 
very slightly by the grasshoppers, and 
a moderately good crop will be made. 
The oat crop has suffered worse, and 
we may probably assume that they have 
been cut short one-third by the grass­ 
hopper visitation. Wo have heard of 
as high as sixty-five bushels to the acre 
having been threshed, and we think we 
can safely count on two-thirds of a 
crop throughout the Territory. 
Tbe corn crop has suffered worse than 
all else. In some few places the de­ 
struction has been thorough and com­ 
plete; in others only partial, while much 
of the corn has not been hurt at áll. It 
is generally conceded, provided no. fur­ 
ther injury be done, that we may rely 
on a full half crop of corn. 
And so, when we take into consider­ 
ation the fact that wheat is the main 
crop of the Territory, and that it has 
received but very little injury, we can 
lea siD ie route; and there is no doubt ' 
that Bismarck will be the point of gen,

not exceed twenty,and may not be more 
than ten per cent. This is doubtless 
much less than some of our neighbors- 
have suffered, and when we take into 
consideration onr splendid soil,magnifi­ 
cent climate, increasing prosperity and 
free lands, where can a better country 
be found for agricultural pursuits than 
Dakota? The crop now being harvested 
is nearly twice as large as any ever be­ 
fore raised in the Territory; immigra­ 
tion has been larger this seasoh than in 
any former years; and our people, so 
far from being discouraged, are inspired 
with new hope, and mean to redouble 
their energies and increase their pro­ 
duction year by year, until Dakota 
shall rank in the growth of wheat,with 
Minnesota, Iowa and California. 
It is not to be expected that grass­ 
hoppers will visit us every year; but if 
they do, it is only necessary to have 
the ground well prepared and to put 
the wheat in early to protect it from 
their ravages, for if sown early it will 
mature before they make their appear j 
RDce. 
The foregoing is believed to be true as 
to the main, facts, and knowing that 
many wild and unfounded reports have 
gone abroad as to the damage our crops 
lave received from grasshoppers, it is 
respectfully presented for the consider­ 
ation of the public, and more especially 
s it commended to the careful study 
and examination of such as have in 
contemplation 
the seeking of 
new 
lomes in this new West.

The T bibune feels warranted in stat­ 
ing that this townsite trouble will be 
settled by a compromise immediately 
after the land office is opened, or else 
the townsite will be removed to an ad­ 
joining section. The land office will be 
opened October 12th. 
Tilton’s rejoinder is published. It pos­ 
sesses decided merit as a literary pro­ 
duction, and is an ingenuous arrange­ 
ment of his case; but really throws no 
new light on the subject. Beecher still 
stands exonerated before his church, and 
many people of the world believe him 
innocent. 
The indications of the times point to 
an extended and pretty nearly general 
outbreak in the southern states, which 
will resolve^ itself into a war of the 
whites against the blacks. Troubles of 
a serious nature now exist not only in 
Louisiana but in Tennessee and South 
Carolina. 
The Louisiana rebellion is ended by 
the surrender of the insurgents to the 
military. Now if Grant will complete 
their work by the final overthrow of the 
Kellogg dynasty, and give that carpet 
bag cursed state a military government 
until the people can determine, without 
the interference of corrupt politicians, 
who shall rule them all will be well. No 
one familiar with the outrages which 
supported the Me Enery party two years 
ago, and gave the government to Kellogg 
can help sympathizing to some extent 
with the late insurgents, though Grant 
.should be commended for his prompt ac­ 
tion in the matter, for it will not do to 
allow any state to overturn by force of 
arms and blood shed the established 
state government, no matter if justice 
through the courts is tardy. 
Since Judge Kidder’s visit to North­ 
ern Dakota he stands much better with 
the masses than before, and in the Red 
River valley he is certain to secure a 
unanimous vote. He may be cut to some 
extent in this locality, which is possibly 
democratic, but even here many demo­ 
cratic votes will be cast for the Judge. 
The Judge’s election is of vital import­ 
ance to the Northern Pacific country, 
for he will be able to accomplish more 
than any democrat could toward helping 
the Northern Pacific bill, the division 
of the territory and the Black Hills re­ 
gion. These measures are all of vital 
interest to Bismarck, though the divis­ 
ion of the territory is of much less in­ 
terest to us than the success of the oth­ 
er two measures. 
When at Fargo the writer was met by 
the statement that Ool. Lounsberry had 
stated con^dentially that he had posi- 
itive pledges from Judge Kidder that he 
would favor Bismarck for the capital of 
the new territory, and because of Judge 
Kidder’s pledges to Bismarck, as alleged 
some of the,Fargo people decline to sup­ 
port him. This is understood to be the 
position of the Express. Mr. Lounsber­ 
ry desires to say and most emphatically 
that he has had no talk with Judge Kid­ 
der on the capital question, and any per­ 
son who says that he has represented 
otherwise,either confidentially or other­ 
wise, states falsehoods. Judge Kidder 
c.annot consistently pledge himself to 
.sustain the interests of one locality 
against another, and if foolish enough 
to do such a thing, he would deserve to 
be beaten. If Fargo does go back on 
Judge Kidder, and Bismarck does not, 
we shall have claims on the sympathy 
and support of the Judge that Fargo can 
not present. Let Bismarck sustain 
J^udge Kidder; the fact that they did not 
cannot then be used to their injury. 
It will be remembered that some­ 
time last winter thiee ruffains made an 
unprovoked assault on a place of busi­ 
ness in this city, firing upon it with 
revolvers, and firing indiscriminately 
in the streets. One of the scoundrels 
was shot on the spot and subsequently 
died of his wounds; one was sent to the 
penetintfary at the last term of court 
tnd last week the other was arrested 
and will undoubtedly be sent up at the 
next term. For the past few months 
law and order has prevailed in this 
community. People disposed to rowdy­ 


ism, have been taught thnt others haw 
rights which they are bound to respect/ 
and as a consequence Bismarck is 
noted for the good order which p 
vails at aU hours as it was noted one 
year ago for disorder. 
Those who desire to make invest­ 
ments in Bismarck should be prepared 
to do so by the 1st of Nov. There will 
undoubtedly be a great demand for 
property in the coming city yet this 
fall. 
The development of the coal interest 
in this vicinity, even sufficient to sup­ 
ply the demand of and along the North­ 
ern Pacific, will employ not less than 
one hundred men, a fact which will 
assist in building up Bismarck. 
Those who have looked the ground 
all over need no argument to convince 
them that Bismarck is the coming town 
of the Missouri River; so many things 
will culminate in its favor within the 
next eight months that its warmest 
friends will be surprised at the results. 
The writer firmly believes that Bis­ 
marck will be as large as Duluth a year 
from now, and its prosperity will then 
be just commenced. 
The opposition in Lousiana denounce 
in unmeasured terms the recent cry of 
a war of races, and the sending of troops 
to the South, and insists that the 
murderers were instigated by the Kel­ 
logg party, to forge lightning in the 
South that it might thunder in the 
North. 
Hon. Chas. Mcllrath, Minnesota, 
accused of corruption by a Legislative 
committee, who have reported to the 
people with a view to influencing the 
fall elections instead of to the Legislature 
as they were expected to do, asked a 
suspension of judgment, and insists 
that- when the proper time comes, he 
will verify his accounts, vindicate his 
character, and show the utter falsity of 
every material statmcnt and conclusion 
put forth by the committee to his in- 
jury. 
Should this Black Hills matter 
amount to anything; should the Gov­ 
ernment allow its occupancy next sea­ 
son, twenty thousand people will pass 
through here for the Black Hills, a fact 
which of itself will build up a large 
town here. Should the Northern Paci­ 
fic Railroad be extended next year, it 
will be pushed at least400 miles, with 
Bismarck the basis of operations, which 
of itself will build up a town here, of 
importance. 
Should it be extended, 
repair and machine shops will be erect­ 
ed here, employing from one hundred 
to two hundred men. 


PROF. W IN C H E L L 'S R E P O R T . 
The following letter appear in the 
Minneapolis Tribune in reply to Prof. 
Winchell’s report as published in that 
paper, and the editor of the Tribune 
raises his estimate of that country, and 
concedes that the country possesses 
attractions sufficienc to warrant its 
opening: 
B ismarck, D. T., Sept. 15, 1874. 
Editor Minneapolis Tribune. 
Allow me a word in reply to your re­ 
port of Prof. Winchell’s remarks in 
relation to the BlacK Hills. If I under­ 
stand his position correctly, he reports 
that be did not see gold in the Black 
Hills, and distrusting the character of 
the men who urged their exploration, 
he is led to believe there was no gold 
found there. He throws, his science 
aside, it would seem, and trusts to his 
prejudices in forming his opinion. 
From his reasoning, Gen. Sheridan, 
who ordered the exploration for mili­ 
tary reasons, has been duped by “prac­ 
tical schemers,’’ and Gen. Ouster, who 
commanded the expedition, has been 
fooled by the men whom he invited to 
accompany him, whom he trusted to do 
the prospecting for gold. 
Because be saw no gold, he wonld 
have us think Custer a fool, and the 
score or more of men who reported that 
they took out gold, or saw it taken oqt, 
imposters or liars. 
Now I am satisfied that no gold was 
shown the Professor, and wc have his 
word for it that he does not know 
whether or no it may be found in the 
Black Hills. But that proves nothing. 
The day that gold was discovered, 
Prof. Winchell was off with a detach­ 
ment of the command on a visit to 
Harney*s Peak, and he did ^ not return 
until twelve o’clock that night. For 
three days following he was with still 
another detachment, which tri^ to 
reach the Bad Lands in search of fóráils. 
During those four days, when Winchell 
was giving the snbjfeOt ho thought, gold 
was discovered, near the camp, in Cus- 


ter’s Park, and at every point a^re 
the miners prospected, for á d^ftance of 
fifteen miles down the creekr;^ iBere the 
first prospect taken out sheared aiz 
colors; the second thirteen; anfi.' for a 
depth of eight feet, every panfull of 
earth yielded from two to fifteen cents, 
averaging six cents. 
The miners were expected to report 
only to Gen, Custer, and therefore did 
not report to Mr. Winchell. 
But the Professor was not in camp, 
and they could not have reported to 
him if they bad desired to do so. When 
the gold was discovered, H. N. Ross and 
W. G. McKay, miners, and Charles Rey­ 
nolds, the scout, and N. H. Knappen, 
the Bismarck T sibune special corre^ 
pondent were present. Mr. Ross is so 
well known as a miner, that his judg­ 
ment as well as his word would be 
accepted by any who know him. He is 
a man whose character is above re­ 
proach. 
The same is true of Mr. Reynolds,and 
since these two men have reported the 
finding of gold in the Black Hills, of 
their own knowledge, were a thousand 
geologists to pronounce against them, 
it would not shake the confidence of 
men, who knowing what gold mining 
is, in their statements. 
As to Mr. Knappen’s statement, I 
know I can trust him. and in addition 
to his competence to give evidence as 
to what others did, he brought home a 
prospect taken out by his own hand on 
a gold claim staked out by himself for 
future occupancy. 
Mr. McKay has been trusted to rep­ 
resent this District in the Territorial 
Council, and is liable to be sent to the 
Legislature again this fall, and the peo- 
dle here trust his statements. 
Fortunately, wc are not forced to rely 
alone on the evidence of these men, for 
the second day in Custer’s Park, when 
the miners were prospecting, Maj. Til- 
ford, of the 7th cavalry, commanding 
the post at Fort Rice, went out to see 
the work, and the first panfull of earth 
taken out after his arrival, yielded ten 
cents. The Major now has the gold in 
his possession, and is ready to show it 
to any doubting Winchell. Prof. Illings- 
worth, the photographer of the expedit­ 
ion also dug goid. 
Frank Weddle, 
Mike Smith, and a score of others I 
might mention, also dug gold in the 
Black Hills. Prof. Hayden reports the 
Black Hills country a gold region, and 
when he explored the Belle Fourche, 
where Custer’s miners also found gold, 
but not in paying quantities, he feared 
a gold excitement which would stam­ 
pede his force and leave him helpless, 
and therefore did not dare to make 
extended research for the precious met- 
Winchell pronounces against the 
quartz, an^ yet every miner who accom­ 
panied the expedition, and every miner 
who hts seen specimens of the quartz 
brought in, is satisfied with the quartz. 
indications, though the miners do not 
pretend that quartz diggings have been 
found. Col. Fred Grant, who has stud­ 
ied mining engineering, differs entirely 
from Prof. Winchell in relation to the 
quartz, and 11 understand Prof. Grin- 
nell, of Yale College, also does. At 
any rate he has stated that either he 
does not know anything about it or 
Prof.Winchell is mistaken in relation to 
the formation of the country. 
I do not blame Prof. Winchell ||r de­ 
siring to shake responsibility fW the 
gold reports if he is not satisfied that it 
exists, Wt when he impugns the mo­ 
tives of those who have urged the ex 
ploration of the Hills, questions the 
integrity of those who did make dis­ 
coveries, and the judgment of those 
who accept these reports, he goes too 
far.Gen. Custer’s report, which is fair 
and impartial, and is’the report of a 
soldier, will live in history, and future 
explorations will certainly prove its 
truth and Prof. Winchell’s mistake.

The mountain advanced, gave utter 
ance to a sort of internal rumble, and 
then, amid fire, smoke and burning lava, 
belched o u t;

Hoolaban s % p out of your back door?” 
“I believcn^Hoolahan is the name of 
one of the gentlemen *who just went 
out,” said the Judge. 
Advancing upon the pulpit, behind 
which the judge settled lower and lower, 
the mountain belched: “You be-e-lavel 
You know it was Michael O’Hoolahan! 
Now, what is all this connivin’ in here 
about? Am I a widdy again? Did ye 
taik his naim aflf the paiper? Did ye 
taik it aflf?” 
“N-no,” said the Judge. 
“Ye didn’t? Don’t you desave me?” 
“No; I give you my word and honor 
I didn’t. I couldn’t—I had no right.” 
“It’s well for ye ye didn’t. I’ll tache 
him to be rinnin’ about connivin’ to lave 
me a lone widdy agin, whin I’m makin’ 
ajintleman of him.” 
With this she sailed back to the door, 
where she turned, and shaking her fist, 
thus addressed the tip of the Judge’s 
nose, which alone was visible above the 
little pulpit: “Now, do you mind that 
you lave his naim on the paper. I want 
no meddlin’ wid a man wanst I get him!” 
— Virginia Enterprise. 


What White Men Will Do, 
If it is true that gold exists in the 
Black Hills in any considerable quanti­ 
ties, it is very certain that it will be 
dug out by white men, and that the dig­ 
ging will begin pretty soon. There is a 
treaty, of course, which stipulates that 
AO white person shall tresspass on this 
Indian reservation; but what do \Yhite 
persons of the present age care for In­ 
dian treaties? The treaty, it may be de­ 
pended upon, will not prevent the in­ 
vasion. If the gold hunters do not cut 
straight through it they will circum­ 
vent it. The boundaries of the Sioux 
reservation are very indefinitely de­ 
scribed, that part of the country having 
never been fully surveyed, and this fact 
will make an evasion of the provisions 
of the treaty all the easier. As it is 
well known, large parties of adventur­ 
ers are already preparing to set out for 
the “new El-Dorado” without the least 
regard for any restrictions, relying upon 
their courage and ability to defeat the 
Indians in case opposition is o£fered,and 
utterly ignoring all warnings on the 
part of General Sheridan or the Govern­ 
ment through the War Department. 
Already, too, numerous persons are ex­ 
ercising. their wits to devise the best 
plan for evading the provisions of the 
treaty without seeming to violate it. It 
is stated that by taking a particular 
route the gold-bearing fields can be 
reached without tresspassing upon the 
Indian reservation; and in connection 
with this plan it has been represented 
that the gold-bearing fields do not lie 
wholly within the borders of the reser­ 
vation; and so high an oflScial as Gen. 
Sheridan is represented as saying that, 
provided it is ascertained that the gold 
fields do lie within the borders of the 
Sioux reservation, Congress can be in­ 
duced to alter the terms of the treaty. 
It will make no diflference, it appears, 
whether the Indians are willing to con­ 
sent to a change in the provisions of 
the treaty.—N. Y. Wwld. 


Never Speak Sligktiaiely of Women. 
Of all the evils prevalent among young 
men we know of none more blighting in 
its moral eflfects than to speak slight­ 
ingly of the virtue of women. 
Nor is 
there anything in which young men are 
more thoroughly mistaken as in the low 
estimate which they form of the integ­ 
rity of women, not of their own moth­ 
ers and sisters. As a rule, no person 
who descends to this debasing habit is 
to be entrusted with any enterprise 
requiring integrity, of character. Plain 
words should be spoken on this point, 
for the evil is a general one and deep 
rooted. If young men. are sometimes 
thrown into the the society of thought­ 
less or léwd women, they have no 
more right to measure women by what 
they see of these than they would have 
to estimate the .character of honest and 
respectable citizens by the developments 
of crime in our police courts. Let our 
young men remember that tfaeir< chief 
happiness in life depends upon their 
utter faith in women. 
No worldly 
wisdom, no misanthropic philosophy,no 
generalization can ever cover or weaken 
this f undimen tal truth. 
It stands like 
the record, of God himself—for it is no­ 
thing less than this—and should put 
an everlasting seal upon lips that are 
ever wont to speak' slightingly of Wo- 
men. .

A party of New Yorkers are now en 
route for the Black Hills gold fields. 
They have accepted the favorable ver- 
sioh of the mineral wealth of that tract 
which Gen. Custer has just explored, 
and have resolved to risk the hardships 
and dangers of the enterprise. The 
party is under the joint direction of 
Heni^ E. Stetson and Led. Barker, a 
miner of long California experjence. 
The majority are young clerks who 
have been out of work; but there are four 
or five men in the expedition who are fa­ 
miliar with border life and mining. The 
money with which to pay expenses Has 
been partly pooled by the adventurers 
and 
partly 
furnished by somebody 
whose name is not given, who is to 
share in the loss or profit. During two 
weeks the arrangements 
have been 
pushed forward; tools for surface opera­ 
tions and weapons for defense have been 
bought and sent to Chicago by freight 
transportation. The route thence has 
not been exactly ■ fixed. 
The party, 
although it has'probably been preceded 
by others ' from western points, will 
operate in an isolated field. 
They are 
prepared for adversity.
